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New Toxic Limits Established 


N ORDER to decrease the dan- 

ger of toxic fumes and gases in 
many of the workshops of indus- 
try, the American Standards As- 
sociation has just approved two 
more standards in its series of 
standards setting allowable concen- 
trations of toxic dusts and gases. 
These are the American Standard 
Allowable Concentration of Meth- 
anol and the American War Stand- 
ard Allowable Concentration of 
Styrene Monomer. 

Both of these standards cover 
the scope and purpose, properties 
and permissible concentrations of 
the particular substance in the air 
of workshops. They also cover 
methods of sampling and analysis. 


Bureau of Mines Responsible 


The United States Bureau of 
Mines was responsible for the tech- 
nical development of the standard 
of methanol, which coordinates all 
the available information on meth- 
anol, its properties and effects. The 
allowable concentration, which has 
been set at 200 parts per 1,000,000 
parts of air by volume for exposures 
not exceeding a total of 8 hours 
per day, is based on this informa- 
tion. Methanol, a colorless volatile 
liquid, is used in refrigerator units 
and cleaning type and presses. It 
is composed of both methyl alcohol 
and wood alcohol and does not have 
an odor sufficiently strong or un- 
pleasant to serve as a warning of 
its presence. If present in high 
concentration, it acts as an anes- 
thetic and also has a poisonous ef- 
fect on the nervous system. Added 
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to this, is the possibility of systemic 
poisoning following absorption 
through the skin. 


Styrene Monomer 


The American Standard Allow- 
able Concentration of Styrene 
Monomer was approved under the 
ASA accelerated program, which 
is devoted to those projects deemed 
essential to war production. Be- 
cause styrene monomer is used pri- 
marily in the production of plastics 
and synthetic rubber, it was pos- 
sible, through this procedure, to 
give it the “right of way” on the 
ASA calendar. The allowable con- 
centration which has been set for 
styrene monomer is 400 parts per 
1,000,000 parts of air by volume for 
periods not exceeding a total of 8 
hours per day. 

A colorless liquid, styrene mono- 
mer has a strong odor and causes 
a certain amount of irritation to 
the nasal passage, both of which 
are sufficiently disagreeable to dis- 
courage exposure when it would be 
seriously harmful. It acts primarily 
on the central nervous system in 
acute poisoning. In subacute or 
chronic poisoning, it acts as a lung 
irritant.

CHALLENGE 


To Safety Officials and Management 


EN short years ago, industry was having the devil’s own 

time trying to get men to wear safety shoes. By dint of per- 
sistent effort and education, there has been a general and wide- 
spread acceptance of safety shoes by workers in industry. 
There has been a resultant saving in loss of time and money 
running well up into the millions in both manhours and dol- 
lars. 


Since Pearl Harbor, millions of women have come into 
industry. It is generally conceded today that there are ap- 
proximately fifteen million of them engaged in various types 
of work. Many millions are replacing men. Many millions who 
have replaced such men must necessarily have replaced men 
who formerly wore safety shoes. It would then seem reason- 
able to suppose that if the male occupant of the job wore safety 
shoes, there is ample reason why the female successor should 
also wear them. As a matter of actual fact, there are probably 
more reasons why the women should wear safety shoes than 
the men. 


At the time of the great influx of female labor into industry, 
safety engineers came to safety shoe manufacturers and asked 








* * * * * * 
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them to make safety shoes. The shoe manufacturers didn’t 
need the additional business because of an oversold condition 
on regular shoes. They made the investment and accepted the 
responsibility of servicing the industry with womens’ safety 
shoes. Now that the shoe manufacturers have done so, they 
find the majority of safety engineers somewhat reluctant to 
press the matter with their female employees. 


In those plants where safety engineers have successfully 
educated the female worker to the advantages of wearing 
safety shoes, the program has been enthusiastically accepted. 
The women are wearing the shoes and appreciate the pro- 
tective features. It is true that when introducing any new idea, 
there is a natural resistance and safety officials have to exert 
more pressure. Manufacturers can provide the shoes, but it is 
up to the safety officials to impress the female worker with 
the importance of wearing them. 


If safety engineers will remember the time they had with 
their male workers years ago, and then also. remember the 
resulting dividends from carying on a steady educational pro- 
gram, we believe that they will again recognize the validity 
of a persistent educational program now among the women. 


Safety engineers owe it to the employees, to their firms, and 
to themselves the order to maintain as high a safety per- 
formance as they can. Safety engineers’ reputations are at 
stake. After all, a safety engineer is only as good as the 
efficacy of his safety program. And where such a real and 
potential avenue of danger of toe and foot exposures remains 
unprotected, it certainly seems to us that every effort should 
be made to provide the important precaution of women’s steel 
box toe safety shoes.

Queens Alcoa Builds Morale and Protects Health with 
Employee Showers

N ALUMINUM reduction 

plant is no lily-patch.. Al- 
though the work is remarkably 
clean for a smelting operation, soot 
and carbon fill the air, settle in 
swirls on the floor, and leave gro- 
tesque markings on faces, hands, 
and clothes. In summer the sheds 
are tropical. In winter layers of 
warm clothing are needed by all 
workers except those at the pots. 
Summer or winter, work in a re- 
duction plant reduces the most im- 
maculate employee to a carbon copy. 
To this environment the Queens 
Reduction Plant of the Aluminum 
Company of America had to lure 
not only men, but women, at a 
time when there were plenty of 
“clean” war jobs to be had for the 
asking. 


Sanitation Built In 


The Alcoa plant at Maspeth, 
Long Island, is a war-time opera- 
tion. Two years ago it was a blue 
print, and the land on which it 
stands was a wasteland swamp. A 
year later it was in full operation, 
one hundred acres of buildings that 
are kept humming with activity 
around the clock. Plans for the 
health and safety of the future em- 
ployees were laid while the land 
was still being cleared, and those 


plans were literally built into the 
structures that now nose out in 
every direction. Philip T. Coffin, 
Works Manager, Ben H. Sloane, 
Reduction Superintendent, Clifford 
J. Sheehan, Personnel Manager, 
and Iwar Bergquist, Safety Direc- 
tor, were charged with winning the 
battle of production on this front 
and they recognized that victory 
depended considerably upon main- 
taining health and safety among 
the employees. 


Locker Rooms 

Because the planners knew their 
fellow human beings as well as the 
job of producing aluminum, they 
built every known cleanliness de- 
vice into the new plant. To the 
men and women employees, the 
shower stalls, locker rooms, well- 
placed washrooms with their con- 
stant adequate supplies of soap and 
towels, may be the marks of a con- 
siderate management. To manage- 
ment they are the preventive meas- 
ures that have kept out industrial 
skin diseases, discontent, and other 
morale-destructive factors. During 
their eight-hour shift, employees 
may be covered with carbon dust 
and sweat from head to toe, but 
when they arrive at the gates and

A Good Housekeeping Must— 
SAFE HANDLING OF MATERIALS

ie handling heavy materials by 
mechanical means, we are faced 
with this three point picture. 

1, Heavy materials are usually 
costly materials requiring expen- 
sive time to repair or replace when 
damaged, and seriously impeding 
further production. 

2. Rigs used to handle such ma- 
terials are critical items in produc- 
tion. Next to raw materials and 
work space—handling and trans- 
portation equipment is the item in 
heaviest demand in a shipyard. 

3. There is a high severity po- 
tential connected with the handling 
of heavy materials. 


What can be done? 


Shipyard safety can cope with 
these problems by: 

First—Making sure that men op- 
erating the equipment are compe- 
tent, that they know the limitations 
and dangers of the equipment they 
handle, and that only standard op- 
erating signals and accessible con- 
trols are used. 

Second—By making sure that 
the loads imposed upon equipment 
and rigging are not excessive, and 
are stable or controllable. 

Third—By using an _ intensive 
Preventive Maintenance program. 
By Preventive Maintenance, we 
mean inspection—systematic and 
at short, regular intervals—which 
reveals the need of repairs, re- 
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placements, adjustments or lubri- 
cation before such needs express 
themselves as break-downs, fail- 
ures, or unnecessary wear—all ty- 
ing up the operation and equipment 
much longer and more expensively 
than does the timely attention. 
Preventive Maintenance is only as 
good as the men who do it. It is 
one key to steady, economical ma- 
terial flow. It is proven good bus- 
iness practice. It is good safe prac- 
tice.

General measures which have 
proven of value are enforced yard 
traffic rules, setting maximum 
speed limits, warning signal re- 
quirements, back-up warning and 
obstructed vision requirements, 
rules against hitching of rides, use 
of lights at night, adequate clear- 
ance of piled materials, prohibited 
parking in congested areas, and 
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zoned and bounded storage areas 
designated by painted lines and 
signs, 


Tagging essential 


Tagging of controls and warn- 
ings when repairing or greasing 
are essential. Similarly, close 
checks on power line clearance are 
necessary, and underground leads 
are desirable. Guarding of heavy 
equipment is fairly orthodox. 

In areas where more than one 
gantry crane operates on the same 
track, the use of crane tenders is 
vital unless electric flash-warning 
signals are installed to provide 
necessary warnings when cranes 
are working back-to-back. 

We have also found education 
of operators in avoidance of sharp 
steel piled near roads or intersec-

tions, plus preventive maintenance, 
a good item for reducing tire de- 
preciation on trucks and truck 
cranes. 


Lighting 


The importance of night lighting 
in all types and phases of work can 
not be discounted. We have found 
that lighting affording low contrast 
and minimum shadow projection, 
with fairly even illumination of 
work areas by hooded flood lights, 
affords visibility of signalmen to 
equipment operators. Dim-out reg- 
ulations have entailed expensive 
revisions, and auxiliary lighting is 
proving more satisfactory when 
used with hooded flood lamps, than 
did the original system. Boom 
lights on cranes are good, but do 
not offer the standard attained 
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with fixed lighting systems in con- 
junction with boom lights. 

In connection with lighting, the 
use of high visibility paint com- 
binations for equipment and for 
fixed structures or hazards at 
night, and for crane hooks and 
signalling devices, offers a field of 
some practical promise in solution 
of problems arising from dim-out 
regulations, fog conditions, and 
areas suffering from sub-standard 
illumination, 


Things to look out for 


In the second basic division, the 
handling of materials principally 
by manpower, we find the follow- 
ing six major problems to be com- 
batted: 

Lifting strains 
Falls 

Hand injuries 
Foot injuries 
Eye injuries

Under lifting strains, we find 
two close correlations. One is with 
the present type of manpower. 
The older men now being hired 
are physically more susceptible to 
strains. As this war continues, we 
are being compelled to revise 
downward the old standards for 
what constitutes a one-man or 
two-man load, and are providing 
more mechanical aids such as push 
trucks, hand carts, and jeep pick- 


up. 
Falls 

Falls are an item which are 
often contributive to _ strains. 
Orthodox elimination of fall haz- 


ards, better housekeeping within 
work areas where lifting and 
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carrying are steadily in progress, 
have paid good dividends. ‘ 





Hand injuries 





Hand injuries have been sig- 


nificantly reduced by emphasis on i 
the wearing of gloves, and by F 
making them available to employ- ; 


ees at low cost. We have found 
gloves, plus the devising of various 
small mechanical devices, to sig- 
nificantly reduce the severity of ‘ 
many injuries. ' 


Foot injuries 


Foot injuries are a constant by- 
product of mishandling of mate- 
rials. Reduction in the maximum 
load per man gives better control 
of the load and has resulted in 
improved experience as regards 
foot injuries. It is true that safety 
shoes offset often the normal re- 
sult of mishandling materials. 
Prevention, however, lies in the 
head and hands as well as in the i 
feet.

Eye injuries 

Eye injuries (from flying parti- 
cles) are principally occasioned by 
scale, dust, and similar small par- 
ticles in the handling of materials. 
Supervisory enforcement of the 
use of goggles, plus the supplying 
of comfortable, attractive spec- 
tacle type and side-shield goggles q 
—results favorably in combatting 
this problem. 


Burns 


Burns from handling hot metal, 
such as freshly burned pieces, 
have been successfully affected by 
use of heavy gloves, plentiful sup-

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Effective “first aid” fire fighting 
requires the use of a suitable ex- 
tinguisher on each different class 
of fire. There are three classes of 
fire, each determined by what is 
burning; and for each class there 
are appropriate extinguishers. 

Fires in ordinary combustible 
materials, such as wood, paper, 
textiles, rubbish, etc., are known 
as Class A fires. They are best put 
out with water, which has a cool- 
ing and quenching effect. Extin- 
guishers which contain water or 
chemicals and water are the soda- 
acid, foam, pump tank, gas cart- 
ridge and loaded stream types. 

Vaporizing liquid and carbon 
dioxide extinguishers also are ef- 
fective for controlling small Class 
A fires, if the fires are not deep- 
seated and if there are no strong 
air currents to dissipate the vapor 
or gas. 


Class B fires 


Fires in  filammable _ liquids, 
grease, etc., are known as Class B 
fires. Here a blanketing effect is 
essential, to cut off the oxygen 
supply. Suitable extinguishers are 
foam, vaporizing liquid, carbon 
dioxide, and loaded stream. 

Fires in electrical equipment, 
Class C fires, require the use of 
extinguishants that will neither 
damage equipment nor convey an 
electrical charge along the hose 
stream to the operator. Vaporizing

liquid and carbon dioxide extin- 
guishers are suitable for use on 
fires of this class. However, in 
some cases, fires in electrical equip- 
ment may be such that the quench- 
ing and cooling effect of large 
quantities of water is necessary. 
In such cases, the equipment 
should be made electrically dead 
before water or water solution is 
applied. 


Underwriters’ label 


The Underwriters’ Laboratories 
label on every approved fire ex- 
tinguisher indicates the class or 
classes of fire for which that ex- 
tinguisher is considered suitable 
and the number of such extin- 
guishers considered necessary to 
comprise one unit of protection. 
Thus, a 2'%4-gallon foam extin- 
guisher is designated “A-1; B-1,” 
meaning that it is approved for 
use on both Class A and Class B 
fires, and that one such extin- 
guisher is required to make one 
unit of protection. These units of 
protection are standards that have 
been established by Underwriters’ 
Laboratories for convenience in 
measuring the relative fire protec- 
tion afforded by different kinds 
and sizes of portable fire extin- 
guishing appliances. 

The number of units of protec- 
tion required in any given loca- 
tion depends upon the relative se- 
verity of the incipient fire to be an- 
















ticipated. The National Fire Pro- 
tection Association recognizes 
three general classes of occupan- 
cies—light hazard, ordinary com- 
bustible and extra hazardous. A 
guide for determining the number 
of units of protection required for 
each class of occupancy has been 
worked out. For instance, a place 
where fires of average intensity 
may be anticipated should have 
units so located that a person will 
not have to travel more than 50 
feet from any point to reach the 


nearest unit, but at least one unit 
will be required for each 2500 
square feet of floor area. 

The inspection department hav- 
ing jurisdiction usually will de- 
termine the degree of hazard of a 
given occupancy. Further infor- 
mation is contained in a pamphlet 
entitled “First Aid Fire Ap- 
pliances,” published by the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters, 
85 John Street, New York, New 
York, and is available upon re- 
quest to the editor.

when they leave again, Alcoa em- 
ployees can take their places beside 
any other well-dressed citizens. 

When the workers come on shift, 
they go directly to locker rooms 
that are models of cleanliness. 
Double lockers are provided—one 
for clean street clothes, the other 
for soiled work clothes. Each 
locker room has numerous shower 
stalls. In the women’s locker room 
these are individual stalls, each 
with a little ante-room equipped 
with a bench for convenience in 
dressing. For the men, the showers 
are in banks accommodating four 
men at a time. 





Toilet Faeilities 


Washbowls and toilet facilities 
adjoin the locker rooms. Hand and 
face washing, plus the application 
of a protective cream, is advocated 
before going on the job. It is at the 
end of the shift that showers are 
taken, soot-laden clothes are 
changed for street attire, and the 
men and women leave the plant 
with no fear of being conspicuous 
because of their occupation. 


Athlete’s Foot Precaution 


Because work clothes would im- 
mediately soil any decorations, 
there has been no attempt to “pret- 
tify” the shower or washrooms. 
Matrons and porters are on duty 
constantly. As soon as a shift has 
finished with the rooms, the clean- 
ing staff swings into action with 
mops and buckets of soapy water. 
Particular care is given foot basins 
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adjacent to all showers. These are 
scrubbed thoroughly with soap and 
water, then refilled with a chlorine 
solution. Although hundreds of em- 
ployees use the showers daily, there 
has not been a single case of aih- 
lete’s foot. 

“So far as industrial diseases are 
concerned, we attribute our excel- 
lent record to our scrupulous clean- 
liness,” says Works Manager Cof- 
fin. “The work here makes our em- 
ployees grimy and dirty, but we 
have set up safeguards of cleanli- 
ness which have been completely 
effective. Inside the pot rooms we 
employ a crew of sweepers to keep 
the areas as clean as we can. 


Study Dermatitis 


“Before we opened the plant we 
made an exhaustive study of in- 
dustrial dermatitis. We were con- 
vinced that prevention was the best 
cure. That is why we lay such 
stress on our shower and wash- 
rooms. Our reliance on cleanliness 
has been completely repaid by the 
almost complete absence of any 
outbreaks of industrial skin dis- 
eases despite the fact that we were 
employing large numbers of women 
in this work for the first time in 
the company’s history. 

“Nobody is required to bathe be- 
fore leaving the plant. We don’t 
even have posters up to suggest a 
bath. You can get an idea how 
much the shower facilities are used, 
however, by the fact that one of 
our greatest problems is to keep 
supplies of hot water on tap. Mod- 
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ern working men and working 
women have too much selfrespect 
to need goading about cleanliness. 
They are proud of working in a 
war plant and of contributing their 
skill and labor to war production 
even if it means getting black; but 
when the shift is over they head 
for the showers and for a change 
to clean clothes.” 


Men Credit Women 


The men at Queens Alcoa give 
credit for the fine health and at- 
tendance record of women employ- 
ees to Miss Edyth Price, in charge 
of all women workers. Formerly a 
secretary to the Director of Per- 
sonnel, Miss Price became a co- 
operative guinea pig when it be- 
came obvious that women would 
be needed in the plant. She worked 
at every operation where it was 
thought women might fit, from 
running overhead cranes to sten- 
cilling the finished aluminum pigs. 
She learned what women could do, 
but she also learned first hand that 
they would get dirty doing it. As a 
woman, she realized that women 
employees would sacrifice many 
things for patriotism and good 
wages—but not their clear com- 
plexions and dainty hands. They 
wouldn’t mind getting dirty on the 
job, but would mind greatly if they 
had to go home looking like chim- 
ney sweeps. 

In interviewing applicants, Miss 
Price overemphasized, if anything, 
the dirty nature of the work so the 
girls would have no basis for com- 
plaints later on, but she could also 
point to her own flawless com- 
plexion and unmarred hands to 
prove that ordinary, daily cleanli- 
ness routines would preserve their 
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feminine charms. Every woman ap- 
plicant was advised to use the 
showers and to bring clean under- 
wear to put on after the shift. 
Washable uniforms consisting of 
slacks and blouses were provided 
for summer wear. In winter the 
women wear their own wool slacks 
and as many layers under and over 
as they need for comfort. 


Wear Slacks 


A few jobs in the plant proper 
are of the white collar type, but the 
girls who hold these are required 
to wear slacks for several reasons. 
Often their duties take them out 
of their little offices to the pot 
rooms, machine shop and other 
places where dresses might become 
soiled. Then, too, wearing slacks 
gives the girls a greater sense of 
participating in a war job. Besides 
that, it has been discovered that the 
male employees are less likely to 
be diverted by girls in slacks. In 
the administration building, the 
girls all wear their regular clothes. 

Although most of the women 
workers in the plant are married 
and have home duties in addition 
to their jobs, their attendance is 
as good as that of the men. Their 
safety record is even better than 
the men’s. Absence because of ill- 
ness is rare. The male management 
agrees heartily with Miss Price’s 
contention that women make re- 
liable, conscientious employees, and 
that without their willingness to 
take the unromantic jobs of a re- 
duction plant, Queens Alcoa would 
have had difficulty in meeting its 
production schedules. As for the 
women employees, they head for 
the showers immediately after the 
whistle blows.

Will White Glass Lenses 
Protect You From 
"Arc Flash''? 


If you work near electric arc 
welding operations, don’t depend 
on ordinary glasses or goggles with 
white lenses to protect your eyes 
against “arc flash.” White glass 
lenses provide a certain amount of 
protection against ultra-violet rays 
but not enough for complete safety 
—and no useful protection against 
intense glare or against infra-red 
rays. 


Concentrated Energy 


Sufficient energy is generated at 
a welding arc to drive an automo- 
bile. The heat developed is around 
9000 degrees. Much of this energy 
takes the form of intense radiation 
of three types: ultra-violet rays 
(invisible), visible light rays and 
infra-red rays (invisible). All 
three types of rays, if the inten- 
sity is great enough, can cause in- 
jury to unprotected eyes. 

Avoid the painful sensation 
known as “flashed eyes” or “hot- 
sand-in-the-eyes” by wearing gog- 
gles with absorptive lenses. The 
protection that a lens gives from 
ultra-violet and infra-red rays de- 
pends on its chemical content—not 
its color.

plies of buckets and water at such 
operations, and by use of tongs 
for aiding in first handlings. 

In touching upon these “high 
spots” or “hot spots” normally en- 
countered in shipyard operations 
involving handling of materials, 
we can draw the obvious conclu- 
sion and summary that: 

Whether handling of materials 
is accomplished by manpower 
alone, or by man plus machine, 
man himself is the key to the prob- 
lem. Therefore, education becomes 
prevention, abetted by engineering 
techniques.

Aggravated Tubercular Condition 
by Inhaling Dust—Compensable. 


" Duggan was employed as a tool- 


maker and general machinist and 
claimed injury resulting from the 
“inhalation >f dust which caused, ag- 
gravated, or hastened the condition 
of tuberculosis.” There was _testi- 
mony that the employee spent about 
three hours a day in grinding tools 
upon artificial abrasive wheels; that 
dust from the grinding wheels landed 
upon his face, glasses, and clothes; 
that when he used his handkerchief 
he noticed black spots upon it; that 
he observed his sputum was black 
and brown; that he began to suffer 
from shortness of breath in May, 
1939; that he thereafter had consid- 
erable coughing, raised blood and 
suffered a hemorrhage; that after 
working for the insured for nine or 
ten years, he was compelled to quit 
his employment on August 7, 1939, 
and that he has since been totally 
unable to work. 

There was no dispute but that he 
had pulmonary tuberculosis. There 
was question, however, as to whether 
his disease was aggravated by his 
employment. 

The report of the referee indicated 
that it was probable that the dust in- 
haled during the years that he was 
employed as a machinist had affected 
his disease, and that there was a 
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probable causal connection between 
the injury and the employment. The 
physical examination of the employee, 
x-ray records, the history of his 
family, and the investigation as to 
the place of his employment, in ref- 
erence to dust which accompanied 
the performance of his work, ascer- 
tained the composition of the grind- 
ing wheels which he used, and the 
nature of the dust which was thereby 
produced, and came to the conclusion 
that the employee was suffering from 
a well developed bilateral tuberculo- 
sis, having been aggravated by in- 
halation of dust throughout the years 
of employment. Allowed.

Death by “Heatstroke’ Termed 
Accident—Compensable. 


" The decedent was employed by 


the construction company on June 
29, 1942, on which date he sustained 
a personal injury, during the course 
of his work. The accidental injury 
sustained by the decedent was a heat- 
stroke and was caused on account of 
the extreme heat and also the work 
that the decedent was engaged in on 
said date. 

There isn’t any doubt but that 
on the date in question, he was ex- 
posed to a greater hazard on account 
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of said heat and the character of the 
work he was doing on said date, than 
the general public was exposed to. 
The decedent was employed as a 
laborer; on the date in question he 
began laying concrete gutters in 
forms on a certain street in the city 
of Fort Wayne. He worked on this 
job from 8:30 A.M., to 4:30 P.M., 
with a half hour off for his lunch. 
His job was puddling the concrete; 
that is with a shovel to level it off, 
after it had been poured from a truck 
into the forms for a curb. It was 
also required of him to mix finished 
cement in a wheelbarrow and move 
it along the job and shovel it off. 
It is undisputed that he was in the 
sun from 2:00 pP.M., until the time 
of his collapse which occurred about 
4:30 p.m. Just prior to his collapse, 
he was observed to stagger and 
mumble incoherently. 

He became unconscious, was re- 
moved to a hospital, where he died 
shortly after 9:00 P.M., that evening. 
The medical testimony disclosed that 
death was caused by a _ heatstroke, 
combined with the exertion of his 











work. The humidity prior to his 
death was high. The street on which 
he had been working was gravel and 
coated with oil. There was testimony 
to the effect that the constant rays 
of the sun on this oil surface, to- 
gether with water used, had a tend- 
ency to increase the humidity and 
would make the ground where a 
person stands very hot. 

It was the finding of the Court that 
a heatstroke is an “accident” within 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act 
where when it is suffered, the person 
afflicted is by nature of employment 
subjected to a greater risk than the 
public generally. The death of the 
laborer arose out of and in the course 
of his employment. Claim allowed.

or not the injury causing the de- 
cedent’s death resulted as a conse- 
quence, or arose out of the employ- 
ment.

Rupture Sustained While Scaling

seum. He was tending the engine 
room for the skating rink in the 
Coliseum. It was operated by a pri- 
vate concern known as the Coliseum 








Company, 
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The rink was equipped for freez- 
ing ice and for this purpose a 150 
ton ice machine, with all of the equip- 
ment and appliances necessary to 
operate the same, is installed in the 
building. In connection therewith 
there is a work shop for the repair 
and maintenance of the skating rink. 
The claimant, while employed as an 
engineer to maintain and repair the 
ice machine and aid in the equiping 
of the skating rink for the purpose 
of amusement run by the Coliseum, 
sustained his injury, when he at- 
tempted to climb up the side of one 
of the tanks on the machine to reach 
a valve.

To the first question, the Court con- 
tended that the premises did consti- 
tute a work shop within the perview 
of the Statute. To the second ques-

evidence indicated that he attempted 
to climb the brine tank, by pulling 
himself up the side of the tank in 
order to reach the valve, establish- 
ing an accidental injury.

portion of his route, when he was 
caught in a cyclone between the 
cities of Prior and Clairmore. The 
cyclone overturned the truck, result- 
ing in severe bodily injuries to the 
claimant. The company denies liabil- 
ity upon the ground that the injuries 
had not arisen out of and in the 
course of employment. 

It was the finding of the Court 
that the employee’s injury had no 
causal connection with his employ- 
ment and, therefore, was not entitled 
to compensation. “An injury does 
not arise out of the employment,” 
unless it results from risk reasonably 
incident to employment and unless it 
iS apparent to a rational mind, upon 
consideration of all circumstances, a 
causal connection between conditions 
under which work was required to 
be performed and resulting in injury. 
Claim disallowed.
